New York, April 20-With all its; 


tragic details the complete story of 
the Titanic disaster, .the world's great- 
est sea horror, was <;told here today 
by the survivors, 'who arrived 
last 


night on the Cunard liner Carpatiiia. 
After striking an ice berg 
that tow- 


ered 150 loot above the watcrlinc. 
The Titanic sank slowly. As the in- 
rush of icy water reached the engine 
rooms, the boiicrs exploded, sending 
up showers of live flame, sparks and 
smoke that caused the four great tun- 
nels of the ship to resemble craters 
oC active volcanoes. It is believed that 
the explosion broke the ship's back 
for. 
she sank at once in water two 


miles deep. She carried down .with 
her leading men of America 
and 


England. 


As the ship went down the baud 


was playing. Captain Smith stood up- 
on the bridge. The last glimpse of tne 
ship ,'by those in lifeboats was ac- 
companied by strains of the orchestra, 
The Titantic went down on her nose. 
As she took the-linal plunge her stern 
rose high In the- air, .she left the sea 
covered with struggling »ieu. The 
water • and air were bitter cold , and 
they could not survive, the exposure. 
There w«re some cries, but these soon 
died away and nothing more was 
heard.

A new 
law to take Its place was passed un- 
der this administration, but It was gen- 
erally understood at tho time that the 
comprehensive measure now before 
congress was to follow, both as to 
liability and compensation, as soon as 
the necessary investigation Into the 
subject could be made. The result la 
that the worklngmon of the United 
States, so far as they can be reached 
by federal law; will soon be working 
under one of tho most enlightened la- 
jor laws on record. 


Provision Is made in the bill, ns draft- 


ed tentatively, that every common car- 
ier engaged In interstate or foreign 
commerce shall pay compensations In 
he amounts specified In the bill to any 
of its employees who sustains personal 
injury by accident arising out of and 
n the course of his employment and 
resulting In his disability or to his de- 
pendents in case of death. 


It is provided in the bill that the in- 


jured employee shall have medical at- 
tendance and surgical aid when nec- 
essary, the last mentioned being limit- 
ed to $200. The monthly wage's of au 
employee are deemed to bo twenty-six 
times the established day's pay.' and 
$50 Is the minimum monthly wage pay- 
ment. It Is also provided that all com- 
pensation shall be paid monthly unlcs 
computed to a lump sum. 


Death benefits are provided for at a 


specific percentage of the man's wages 
to be paid to the widow with an In 
crease In the amount when there are 
dependent children, and In ca«e of no 
dependents the payment of the burial 
expenses is required. The matter of 
personal Injury compensation Is also 
covered In a fair and equitable pro' 
vision. 


Another feature of the proposed act 


Is a clear definition of the term "de 
pendent" as well as of what const! 
tutes an "injury" nnd an "employee.1 
I-egal complications are provided for 
reports of accidents, payments am" 
operations under the law to the inter 
state commerce commission are re 
quired, and it Is declared that the pro 
posed act shall take effect on July 1 
3012, 
and cited as "the federal com 


pensatlon act of 1012." 


In its investigations of this subjec 


the commission determined at the out 
set that In substance the doctrines o 
the common law originating under com 
paratlvely simple conditions were uu 
Just as applied to the complex relation 
of master and servant. The use o 
complicated machinery, steam and elec 
trlclty has had the effect of Increasing 
the deplorable antagonism between 
employer nnd employee and often 
giving n few Injured employees larg 
and frequently extravagant damages 
while the great majority have been left 
to bear the entire burden without any 
recompense whatever. 


At the time of the adoption of the 


common law rules of liability indus- 
trial conditions were radically differ- 
ent from those of today. The number 
of employees was smaller because 
there were few big Industrial plants. 
The business carried on was small In 
extent, the appliances used In the 
work consisted largely of hand tools, 
while the power was simple In char- 
acter, with little danger to the em- 
ployee. 
Under nuch conditions the 


rules of common law originated. 


Today thero Is & vast difference.
